CY COMES BACK 


He Wipes Out the Defeat in Previous Game

Boston turned the tables on Baltimore yesterday at the 
American grounds, beating them by a score of 10 to 1. 

Cy Young was anxious to square himself, and went after the 
birds in fine style, holding them down to four hits - two of them 
by McGann. 

Shields, a young left-hander, was sent in by McGraw, and 
was hit quite freely, especially by Jack Warner and LaChance, 
who turned around and hit right handed, each getting three safe 
ones. 

The youngster will probably do after he has had plenty of 
coaching and when warmer weather sets in, but must do his 
training away from the Boston hitters. 

The day was extremely damp and cold, keeping the crowd 
down to 3000, the smallest Saturday crowd ever seen at the park. 
The spectators found top coats very comfortable, and the players 
had to be constantly on the move to keep up a circulation. 

The best work of the game was by the Boston battery, 
Warner especially playing a grand all-round game. Ferris was 
clever at second, while Gilbert and Bresnahan did the best work 
for the visitors. 

The single run made by Baltimore was a gift by Cy Young, 
who fumbled a grounder, made a wild pitch and allowed Kelley 
to hit safely to right in the eighth inning, scoring Gilbert. 

The first runs of the game were scored by Boston in the third 
inning. With one out Stahl drew a pass. Collins hit to McGraw, 
who threw wide to second, and both men were safe. Freeman was 
thrown out. Stahl and Collins scored on a wild pitch. 

In the fourth inning, with one out, Ferris got first on Gilbert's 
fumble. Warner singled. Young struck out. Parent dropped one in 
right for two bases and Ferris scored. Stahl drew a pass. Collins 
singled to left. Freeman burned one to the fence in right for three 
bases. Five runs came in before Hickman, who was the ninth man 
at the bat, fanned. 

Boston scored two in the fifth. Lachance hit for a single and 
scored on Warner's single, which got by Selbach and went to the 
bank. Warner scored later. 

Collins' double and Freeman's single gave Boston their 10th 
and last run in the sixth, after which there was no great effort to 
make runs. 

Collins, Freeman, Hickman, Warner and Lachance did the 
hitting for Boston, while McGann did the stick work for the 
birds. 

As the Orioles were early on to the fact that it was a Boston 


day, the hustling was not up to their standard. Cy Young grew 
bold as the game went on, and took chances with slow curves and 
dew drop balls to the disgust of the heavy hitters. 

Lew Criger was absent at the bedside of a very sick child, a 
lovely 3-year-old boy, one of twins. In his absence George 
Lachance was in practice for catching if anything happened to 
Jack Warner, who has just returned to the game after laying off a 
week with a sore finger. 

It was Wagner's first appearance behind the bat for the 
Americans at the new park, and the impression he made was 
favorable from every point of view. He made the base runners 
look like stage money with his throwing, did perfect work behind 
the stick and laced out the ball in true American perfecto style. 

The victory made the record stand 4 to 2 in favor of Boston, 
and Baltimore must now win the games here tomorrow and 
Tuesday to break even on the series. 

Will they do it? It is hard to tell what these Orioles will do.

In the sixth 
inning, with two down, slugger Jacobson bent his bat on one of 
Bush's offerings for a double between center and left. Williams 
hit a bounder at Scott which looked like an easy out until the ball 
took a crazy hop and sailed the ball gracefully high over the 
fielder's head, which permitted "Jake" to score. 

In the Red Sox' half of the seventh, Menosky led off with a 
sizzler past Sisler, and worked around to third on two putouts at 
first. Foster was passed and stole second. Scott then busted up the 
frolic with a single to center, on which Menosky and Foster 
scored. 

Jacobson made another double in the eighth, with one down, 
but there were no more kangaroo stunts, and "Bullet Joe" got 
away with a well-pitched game. 

A one-handed jumping catch after a long run by menosky, 
which killed off Tobin's hit to left center, which would have been 
good for extra bases, and a catch by Gedeon of the Walters’ fly on 
which Foster was doubled up at second in the fourth inning were 
the fielding features.

BOMBS BURST IN 
FENWAY, SOX WIN 
AGAIN, 5-1

The game fitted the day - explosive. 

And when the smoke had cleared at Fenway Park, the Red 
Sox had whipped the Cleveland Indians, 5-1 behind the cracking 
two-hit pitching of Sonny Siebert. 

Siebert didn't need much help, but the Sox provided the July 
4th fireworks with four home runs - all of them blasts - to 
account for the five Boston runs. 

The game also saw Carl Yastrzemski getting hit in the right 
elbow with a ripping fastball from rookie Steve Dunning of the 
Indians. 

This triggered a brief brush-back contest between Siebert 
and Dunning, which was squelched quickly by home plate 
umpire Bill Kunkel, who warmed pitchers to get the ball over the 
plate or else. 

"I didn't want to see Joe Cronin's signature imprinted on 
anyone's forehead," said Kunkel. "Too many guys get hit in this 
game by accident. So there's no need of any premeditated stuff. 
After the warning (in the Boston seventh) they both got the ball 
over the plate." 

The game was tied at 1-1 bwhen the roof fell in on Dunning 
right after he was warned by Kunkel for brushing back Siebert. 

"Siebert had been throwing at our guys all day," said 
Dunning, "but that particular pitch to him slipped out of my 
hand." 

The only one in the first six innings was provided by Billy 
Conigliaro's ninth homer of the season, a lined shot into the left 
centerfield screen. 

Siebert has a penchant for flirting with no-hitters. Yesterday 
he had one going until one man was out in the seventh. Here, 
catcher Ray Fosse, a fine looking young player, smacked his 13th 
homer of the year into the centerfield bleachers, deadlocking the 
game. 

"The next time I went to the plate," said Siebert later, "I 
asked him if he was really that good a hitter." 

Besides Fosse's blast, the only other Cleveland hit was a 
single to right by pinchhitter Lou Klimchock in the eighth which 
proved harmless. 

The Sox put the game out of reach in their seventh. After 
Siebert struck out following the brushback episode, Dunning 
caved in. 

Mike Andrews, the next hitter, jetted a 3 and 2 pitch into the 
left field screen for the first hit in his last 15 appearances at the 
plate. 

No sooner had Andrews crossed the plate with his homer 
than Smith hit Dunning's next pitch over the Cleveland Bullpen 
into the bleachers for another homer and a 3 to 1 lead. 

Yastrzemski, who had been hit by Dunning in the fifth, was 
due to be the next batter, but decided to call it a day. 

"My arm was starting to tighten up," said Yaz, "and when 
we got two runs with the way Sonny was pitching, I thought I 
should come out. 

"At first when he hit me I was really scared. It really hurt. I 
almost got sick at first base because of the pain. But I think I'll be 


able to play tomorrow. I don't think it hit me on the bone and I 
don't think the kid meant to hit me. He just has super stuff and he 
doesn't know where it's going sometimes." 

Dr. Thomas Tierney, team doctor, explained, "Yastrzemski 
has a muscle bruise just above the elbow. We didn't have any 
X-rays taken. He'll be pretty sore, though. 

"It will be one of those day to day things as far as his 
playing goes." 

Mike Fiore pinch-hit for Yaz and kept the rally alive with a 
looping single to center. Tony Conigliaro stepped in in against 
relief pitcher Fred Lasher and nearly got hit himself. 

"That pitch just missed me," said Tony C. "It kept on 
following my head as I was ducking." Tony got back up off the 
ground and responded with a tremendous home run that cleared 
the screen in left by at least 20 feet, to wrap up the scoring. 

"I think that's as good as anyone has pitched for us this 
year," said catcher Tom Satriano. "Sonny was just great. Even 
with all this humidity he never lost his stuff."

BRAVES GET THEIR 
SEVENTH IN A ROW 


Romp Away from Dodgers by Score Of 16 to 
6

It was just a "Merry-Go-Round" for the Braves in the second 
game of the series with Brooklyn, played at the Wigwam 
yesterday, and they won their seventh straight game by a score of 
16 to 6. The victory gave them a berth in the first division, only 
two and one-half games behind the leaders. 

They treated the Brooklyn pitchers rough, making 16 hits for 
a tital of 23 bases, Bill Urbanski leading the assault with a triple 
and a double. Doubles were also made by Baxter Jordan (2), Lee, 
Berger, Moore, McManus and Whitney, and all the heavy hitting 
except B. Jordan's second double, was done in the second and 
third innings, in which, altogether, 12 runs were put over the 
plate - five in the second and seven in the third. 


Frankhouse's Eighth Win 


With this big lead taken early fred Frankenhouse simply had 
to drift in to win his eighth game of the season. He has lost only 
one game, and so at present is the leading pitcher in the National 
League. 

The Dodgers had three pitchers in the game yesterday. Beck, 
who started, lasted only one and one-third innings; Lucas, who 
relieved him, tarried only one inning; but Smythe, after he got 
clear of that third inning, when the Braves were on the rampage, 
pitched effectively. He is a left hander, formerly with the 
Yankees. Also he is a pretty nifty hitter. He nicked Frankhouse 
for a single and a double, and had a perfect batting average for 
the season until he flied to deep center in his third time up. 

Urbanski carries on with his brilliant performances both at 
bat and in the field, his work being one of the features of the 
game. McManus also played well, while the work of Berger and 


Moore in the outfield was of a high grade. 
Plenty of Doubles 


The Boston batters kept Ralph Boyle busy shagging doubles 
as the Braves were taking shots at the right field bleachers and 
the jury box, but couldn't get one into either sector, although 
some of them fell short by a small margin. 

While the weather was perfect, the beaches and other 
counter-attractions kept the attendance down. 

The final game of the series is on the program for this 
afternoon, and it will be the last one played here by the Braves 
until their return from a long road trip the latter part of the month 

The chances are Manager McKechnie will nominate Jumbo 
Elliott for the mound work of the Braves this afternoon, while 
Leonard is likely to be given the assignment to pitch for the 
Dodgers. 


Didn't Mean Much 


In the first inning the Dodgers put over a couple of runs on a 
single by J. Jordan, an error by E. Jordan, and a long fly to right 
by Leslie. This brave of runs for a starter didn't mean a thing to 
the Braves. 

In the second Randy Moore led off with a double; McManus 
singled; Whitney doubled; Spohrer walked; Frankenhouse flied 
to right, and Urbanski tripled to right - in fact everybody was 
poking theball out into Boyle's territory just beyond his reach. 
After Urbanski's triple, which with the other hits, had netted four 
runs, Beck was relieved by Lucas. B. Jordan put Urbanski over 
with the fifth run of the inning with a single. 

In the third inning, McManus started another surge with a 
double to right; Whiney and Spohrer followed with singles; 
Frankhouse sacrificed; Urbanski was purposely passed, and 
Smythe relieved Lucas. B. Jordan doubled to right, Lee doubled 
to the same locality, and Moore also hit safely to right. By this 
time seven runs had been put over, and Moore obligingly was 
caught off first base. McManus, the second time up in the inning, 
struck out. 


Dodgers Tighten 


From that time until the eighth inning only one of the Braves 
reached first base. In the eighth, though B. Jordan led off with a 
double which, with a base on balls, an error by Frey on Berger's 
grounder, an infield hit by Moore, and after two were out a single 
by Spohrer, added four more runs to the Braves' big score. 

Brooklyn made a run in the fifth on singles by Berres, 
Smythe and Fey, and three in the seventh on a double by Smythe, 
a double by J. Jordan, an error by McManus, and a double by 
Leslie. 


NOTES OF THE GAME 


It was quite a slugfest, and the Braves had only four men left 
on base. In other games since they returned home they averaged 
about 10 men left in each game. 

Neither Mungo nor Benge will be able to get into the final 
game of the series, about which there is no regret on the part of 
the Braves. 

There will be no major league game in Boston on Monday. 
After today's game with the Dodgers the Braves will start on a

Racking up 10 runs in a hectic eighth inning, the Braves 
overwhelmed the Pirates, 15 to 6, yesterday afternoon at the 
Tepee to fashion a new season's high of five straight victories and 
pick up another full game on the pace-setting Cardinals who 
dropped their second straight to the Dodgers. 

Sending 14 men to the plate in the eighth, the Tribe emerged 
from a 6-05 deficit to maul starter Boroway and the relieving pair 
- southpaw Bill Werle and righthander Jim Walsh. 

Walker Cooper's single over second base, the least 
impressive of his three-hit total for the day, driove in Sam jethroe 
with the tiemaker. But Tommy Holmes' second home run of the 
year into the Pirates’ bullpen, which came immediately afterward, 
was the payoff blow. 

Holmes crossed up the strategy of Pirate Manager Bill 
Meyer, who had rushed in southpaw Bill Werle to pitch. Later in 
the inning, Sam Jethroe, hitting in his 13th straight game, 
connected for a three-run homer. Jethroe knocked in four runs for 
the day. 


Hogue Wins His 2d 


Bob Hogue, pitching the final two innings captured his 
second win of the year, equaling last year's entire output of 
victories, as he faced only seven batters. Hogue also contributed a 
two-run single in the eighth. 

Jethroe's homer was his eighth, two aboard in the eighth and 
his first in Boston. 


Marshall Hits Hard 


Marshall clouted his fourth home run with Holmes aboard in 
the first and hit the ball hard all day in addition to covering left 
field to perfection. 

Big Cooper had "three for four," including single, double 
and triple and batted in three runs while Sibby Sisti chipped in 
with two singles and drew a walk. Holmes had a single, double 
and homer and batted in three. 

Ernie Johnson, starting his first game for the Braves pitched 
much better than the box score indicates. The right hander was 
tne victim of three "soft" first-inning singles, coupled with a 
firelding error. A boot by Earl Torgeson put him in dire trouble in 
the fourth when he was removed. 

Bob Hall did well, likewise over four frames, granting two 
unearned runs, allowing but three hits and slipping called strikes 
past rugged Wally Westlake on two occasions. Hogue took

BRUINS TOP CANUCKS

Nothing comes easy in the National Hockey League this 
season. Take last night's game here. Just when it looked as 
though the Bruins had it wrapped up on an early third period goal 
by Brad McCrimmon (for a 6-1 lead), the game went 
topsy-turvey behind a big fight scene and the Vancouvers rallied 
back furiously before losing 7-5. 

The Canucks fought back to a 6-4 score on two goals by 
Bobby Schmautz and one by Curt Fraser, but Rick Middleton's 
backhand sweep of the puck while prone on the ice gave the 
Bruins their seventh goal. The Canucks scored another, but their 
rally was too little, too late. 

The Bruins took command of the game in the second period, 
in every way. They had control of the puck for quite a while in 
the first period, but had only a 1-1 tie. In the second period they 
had control of the puck and the game with a four-goal burst 
offensively and such strong defensive play that the Canucks 
could manage only two shots on goal. 

The slumping Canucks were going through the 
self-examination the Bruins had imposed on themselves at the 
beginning of the season. For two days coach Harry Neale of the 
Canucks had talked with every one of his players individually, 
calling each into his office and going over his performance in 
recent games. "I was asking them if they were dumb Doras or 
hockey players," he said. 

Whatever the answers were, the Canucks played no better 
last night than they had through a slump that has seen them drop 
from sixth place overall in the NHL to 11th. The Canucks scored 
the first goal and that should have been a big lift because it came 
while they were shorthanded in the first period. But the Bruins 
got that one back in the first period and scored four goals in the 
second, the first in less than a minute and the fourth with less 
than a minute to play. 

Tiger Williams scored Vancouver's goal from the left circle 
on a pass from Mario Marois in the slot, who had taken a pass 
from Per- Olaf Brasar on the right. Williams measured his shot 
and connected on the near side, by Rogie Vachon's right. 

Then a makeshift fourth line of Jean Ratelle, Stan Jonathan 
and Terry O'Reilly, produced the first Boston goal. After 
Jonathan and O'Reilly had shots at goalie Glen Hanlon, Ratelle 


scrambled to the puck at the post to Hanlon's left. Park had 
broken for the slot and Ratelle passed him the puck. Park had 
spun around in the slot and he whacked at the puck backhanded 
and put it in the top middle of the goal. 

The Bruins broke the game wide open in the second period. 
Keith Crowder scored at 36 seconds; Dick Redmond got a 
power-play goal, Jonathan knocked in a centering pass and Peter 
McNab slapped a 25- footer into the goal with 29 seconds left in 
the period. 

This was a period in which the Bruins beat the Canucks to 
the puck all over the ice; forechecked and backchecked and 
played the kind of total hockey that warms a coach's heart. 

Crowder's goal came off a centering pass from the left 
boards by Steve Kasper, with Crowder just chopping at the puck 
from the crease. Redmond's goal was a slapshot from the left 
point to Hanlon's left, with Bobby Lalonde passing the puck back 
to him from the slot when he had no shooting room. Jonathan's 
goal was another production by Cheevers' patched up fourth line. 
Ratelle got the puck out of his feet near the right post and 
backhanded to the top of the crease. Jonathan had an easy tap for 
the score. 

Boston's fifth goal sent the Bruins to the dressing room with 
a comfortable 5-1 lead. It was the kind of goal that demoralizes. 
The Canucks got careless in the last minute and the puck was 
relayed up the ice by O'Reilly and Mike Milbury to McNab. He 
went down the left side to the circle and slapped the puck to the 
far corner. 

The Bruins move on to Edmonton for a game tomorrow 
night (WITS, 9:30), the fourth on this undefeated road trip.

CELTICS UPEND NETS, 
127-101

It had been the worst of all post-Auerbach Celtic seasons, as 
everyone from Caribou to Cranston knows. But with the new 
owner (Harry Mangurian) and the saviour (Larry Bird) sitting in 
the stands and with the coach dramatically announcing his 
retirement before the game, the Celtics began what is hoped will 
be a new, vibrant era with a joyous 127-101 destruction of the 
New Jersey Nets in the season's finale yesterday afternoon at 
Boston Garden. 

So exuberant was outgoing coach Dave Cowens about the 
proceedings that with two minutes remaining he lit up an 
Auerbachian victory cigar. He then reached into his sentimental 
bag, pulling crowd favorites Don Chaney and Cedric Maxwell 
from the game for well-deserved ovations from the farewell 
gathering of 8961. The team, in turn, gave both the coach and the 
crowd something to carry them through the long, hot summer 
with a spectacular closing act in which the Celtics scored eight 
points in the final 29 seconds - culminated by a buzzer-beating 
tap by 29-point man Jeff Judkins - to guarantee the club's biggest 
victory margin of the season. Indeed, this was the only time all 
year the Celtics managed to defeat someone by 20 points or 
more. 

The unmistakable theme on this occasion, however, was 
"Happy Days Will Soon Be Here Again." The architects of this 


heartening triumph were the people who, let's hope, will be 
complementing Bird next season. That would mean Judkins, who 
scored a career high with a brilliant 13-for-18 shooting show, 
Rick Robey (24 points and 16 rugged rebounds), Maxwell (22 
points, 6-for-9 from the floor in his quest for the field goal 
percentage title) and Chris Ford, who was off on his shooting 
(2-for-11) but contributed 11 assists. Tiny Archibald (19 points, 5 
assists) also played well in what will undoubtedly be his last 
game as a Celtic. 

Speaking of certain ex-Celtics, neither Bob McAdoo nor 
Curtis Rowe suited up. They dressed for the team picture takeb 
before the game and then returned to street clothes. But hustling 
Frank Sanders, an awesomely talented but completely unschooled 
kid, did put on a uniform, and he dazzled the enthusiastic crowd 
with a 14-point performance, the last two coming on a soaring 
slam dunk with 17 seconds to play. 

Nets coach Kevin Loughery cooperated with the program by 
not dressing starters George Johnson (illness) and John 
Williamson (hand injury). He also kept Bernard King out for the 
entire second half. As a result, the Celtics broke open what had 
been a tight game (14 lead changes through 42-41) with a 14-5 
run in one 3:12 stretch of the second period. It was 63-52 at the 
half and 90-72 after three. New Jersey never came closer than 14 
(111-97) in the final period. 

Bird's buddies - Robey and Judkins - did their best to show 
the college Player of the Year that this team isn't so bad after all. 
Robey was particularly up for the game, having gone so far as to 
make an Ali-type victory prediction before the game. 

And so after losing eight straight and 12 of 13, and after 
being reduced to playing the Washington Generals to everybody 
else's Globetrotter routine, the Celtics finally walked off the floor 
with heads held high. 

"We've got to get back," said Cowens, "to where people are 
looking for perfection." May these be the words the New Celtics 
will live by.

PATRIOTS TOSS COLTS, 
17-3 - CHARGE BACK 
INTO RACE

FOXBORO - The Patriots were turned on for this one, and 
looked like a powerhouse as they short-circuited the Colts’ 
undefeated season yesterday afternoon at Schaefer Stadium. 

With the defense putting together one of its best efforts ever, 
the Patriots played "keep-away" with their ball-control offense to 
stifle the Colts, 17-3, before a roaring sellout crowd of 60,958. 

"Our defense was playing so well it got all of us excited," 
said quarterback Steve Grogan, who directed a New England 
attack that held the ball for 38 moinutes, compared with just 
21:43 for the Colts, who had won their first five games. 

It would be hard to imagine the Patriots' defense playing any 
better, particularly against one of the best offensive teams in 
football in a clash which meant a full game in the division 
standings. 

The Patriots, who now are 4-2 for the season, held the Colts 


to 86 yards total offense, while generating 370 yards of their 
own. 

"T'll take that kind of effort every week," said happy Patriots 
defensive coordinator Hank Bullough. "We gave them a few new 
wrinkles to look at, and they worked very well. I don't want to 
say what they were because we have to play them again." 

The Patriots' defensive plan was to pressure Baltimore 
quarterback Bert Jones with different types of pass rushes and, in 
a very unusual move, to double team running back Lydell 
Mitchell when he looked to catch passes. 

"Mitchell's their leading pass receiver," said Patriots 
defensice captain Steve Nelson, "so we worked on shutting him 
off with our linebackers. He didbn't catch a pass, did he?" 

No, he didn't. In fact, the Colts completed just 6 of 18 passes 
- not a Bert Jones type of day - and had only 11 net passing yards, 
because Jones was sacked five times for 53 yards in the process. 

Meanwhile, the Patriots offense, tedious at times, kept its 
poise, and the ball, controlling it 69 plays to 46 for the Colts. 

"The way our defense was playing," said Grogan, "we just 
didn't want to do anything on offense to help the Colts. We stuck 
with our game plan, and that was to run the ball. When we did 
pass, it was there for us, because the Colts were so conscious of 
trying to stop our run." 

Grogan, aided by some spectacular catches, hit on 11-16 
passes for 201 yards. 

The New England scoring came on a two-yard run over right 
tackle by Don Calhoun in the first quarter, a 31-yard pass from 
Grogan to Francis in the third and John Smith's 18-yard field goal 
in the same period. 

Baltimore's only retort was a 40-yard field goal by Tonu 
Linhart in the third, one of the few times the Colts ventured into 
scoring range all day. 

"Our receivers were just great," said Grogan. "When you see 
them catch the ball, and then break tackles and run with it the 
way Russ and Darryl (Stingley) did, it just gets you excited." 

The first Patriots' score, which gave them a 7-0 halftime 
lead, was a typical New England offensive grinder - 14 plays, 13 
of them on the ground, covering 73 yards. 

However, the TD actually hinged on one of the first 
Baltimore blunders, an offside penalty on their own seven, when 
Smith was kicking a field goal. The Patriots took the penalty for a 
first down, and knocked the ball over the goal two plays later. 

In the third period, the patriots started to put it out of reach 
when Francis caught a short pass coming across the middle, 
reversed directions, cutting behind two would-be tacklers, and 
into the end zone to complete the 31-yard scoring play. 

After that the only scoring came when Smith and Linhart 
swapped field goals. A nice one-handed grab by tight end Ray 
Chester set up the kick by Linhart. A 68-yard spectacular down 
the middle to Stingley, who broke a tackle at his own 44 and 
raced to the Colts 7, set up Smith's kick. 

"I felt early in the game we were going to win," said Patriot 
safety Tim Fox. "You could fel it in the tempo on the field. They 
were very predictable on offense, and when they kept doing what 
we expected them to do, I knew we were going to win." 

"New England was the better team today and deserved to 
win," said Colts coach Ted Marchibroda. "We couldn't get 
anything moving on offense, and every time they needed to make 
a big play they seemed to do it." 

"I don't want this to sound like an alibi," said Lydell 
Mitchell, "but this game meant more to them than it did to us. 

"If they lost today, they were out of it. Fortunately, we can 
wake up tomorrow morning knowing we're still in first place - 
and they still have to catch us. it's going to be a long season."
